History has a name for beauti- 


ful, 
talented women who interest 


themselves in the business of inter- 
national finance and war. Individ- 


, ually, they were called Cleopatra 


Catherine the Great, and Elizabeth 
of England, to mention the most 
famous. Some of them were good, 
but most of them, to say the least', 
carried a one-way trade—for their 
own country, their own interests, 
and with no regard whatever for 
other countries and peoples. Their 
collective name down through his- 
tory has been perfumed with the

Disaster. 


America is going to toil Madame 


Chiang Kai-shek "No." 


We will say it as graciously as 


we can—but it will still be "No." 


For Chiang Kai-shek and the old 


regime have had their chance to 
find peace in China, and the ver- 
dict of a decade and a half of 
fighting is failure. 
This is no 


special reflection on the rnaclam^'s 
husband. 
China defied democratic 


organization before his day. And 
for thousands of years China has 
been quite successful in letting her- 
self be conquered—and then swal- 
lowing up the conquerors. 


What is likely to bo the Amcr- 


ican position on China? 1C we can't 
help Chiang we certainly won't help 
his opponents, the Russian-allied 
Chinese Reds. But we don't have 
to make a choice. We already have 
a powerful bastion in the Far East 
—American-occupied Japan, where 
Douglas MacArthur is in u position 
to hold Russian conquest in check. 
That is DE far as we can go. 
And that's as far as we will ever 


go—until the Chinese resolve some 
of their private difficulties 
and 


manage to present a single govern- 
mental face to the world.

U. S. Should Clarify Palestine 
Stand, Lend in Settlinci War 
By JAMES THRASHER 
It i.s almost a year since the UN 


General Assembly voted the parti- 
tion of Palestine and gave the new 
state of Israel its start in life. But 
the initial blessing lias been fol- 
lowed by some rather odd treat- 
ment in the ensuing months. 


The Arabs started the Palestine 


war as much in defiance of the 
UN decision as of the Jews. The 
UN made no move to assemble 
a police force, but rather left it 
up to Israel to enforce its order. 
Yet Israel lias not been permitted 
to buy arms 
from 
the 
United 


States, whose support of partition 
was largely responsible lur 
the 


UN's favorable action. 


Last month 
Egyptian 
troops 


broke the latest truce by firing 
on convoys carrying supplies 
to 


Jewish settlements in the Negeb 
desert. The Jews fought, back and 
succeeded in winning considerable 
territory, including the historic city 
of Bet.-rsheba. Britain reacted to 
this by proposing that the UN im- 
pose sanctions against Israel. 


The latest example of odd treat- 


ment was the proposal of acting 
UN Mediator Bunche 
that Israel 


withdraw its forces from Ihe Negeb 
to the lines of Oct. 14, 


If the UN's decision of last No- 


vember means anything, then Egy- 
ptian troops have no business in the 
Negcb. They have invaded terri- 
tory assigned to Israel. Yet the 
rnood ot some of the UN's leading 
powers seems to be one of con- 
ciliation toward the 
aggressors. 


Britain, at least, is openly curry- 
ing the favor of the defiant Arab 
states. And there is support for the 
British stand— even, until recently, 
from the United States. 


Quite obviously the British gov- 


ernment i.-; anxious to stay in the 
eastern Mediterranean area 
and 


protect its oil lines there. But it

A new defense line was reported 


under construction on the southern 
bank of the Huai river, athwart 
the approaches to the lower Yang- 
tze valley and 100 miles northwest 
of Nanking. 


The line is anchored to Pencpu, 


en the rail line midway 
between 


Nanking and Suchow, and is being 
manned by the bulk of some 85.- 
000 troops in the sixth and eighth 
army groups.

Clainese leaders

Prosperity Seen 
by Government 


Washington, Dec. 1 —Or)— The 


government staked more chips on 
continued prosperity today, asking 
farmers to produce extra poultry, 
milk, vegetables, sheep and lambs 
next year. 


Anticipating 
"continued 
high 


consumer demands," the agricul- 
ture department announced 
these 


1949 goals: 


Poultry 
35,100,000 turkeys and 


700,000,000 young chickens — a 1 
per cent increase. 
It 
suggested, 


however, that this year's estimated 
total of 425,000,000 laying hens be 
cut by 200,00,000. That would give 
each person an average of 370 
eggs—instead of 380 — during the 
year, and about four 
pounds 
of 


turkey and 23.5 pounds of chicken. 


Milk—A three per cent boost to , 


120,000,000,000 pounds. The depart-1 
ment didn't say what that amounts 1 
to per person, but it did give a 
por-cow figure better than this 
year's record 5,000-pound average. 


Vegetables — With acreage 
in- 


creased to 717,850, the department 
suggested five per cent more lima 
beans, sweet corn and cucumbers; 
7 per cent more snap beans; 
12 


four per

more beets and 


per cent more 
sweet 
potatoes;

Sheep and lambs—the 
addition 


of at least 2,000.000 to this year's 
flock of 28,500,000. 


The department 
already 
has 


called for a 17 per cent boost in 
the 1949 spring pig crop—to insure 
more pork chops for next 
fall 
and winter. 


Since consumption of farm pro- 


ducts tends to rise and fall with 
business and employment 
condi- 


tions, the call for increases 
was 


taken as a favorabale straw in the 
economic wind. 


From this year's record produc- 


tion, the department said, Ameri- 
cans have had 14 por cent more 
to eat then in pre-war years, while 
breaking all marks in the amount 
of food sent overseas. 


During the crop year ended last 
July L this country, exported.,;1{V 
347,000 long tons of food, 
mostly 


grain, topping the previous year's 
record by 187,000 tons. 


But because of the huge wheat 


and potato production, the depart- 
ment has asked farmers to cut 
down next year's plainting to pre- 
vent market-glutting surpluses.

Frank B. Noyes. 85, one of Ameri- 
ca's pioneer newspaper 
leaders 
died today. 


Noyes, who helped organize the 


present 
Associated Press 
and 


served 38 years as its first pcsi- 
dent, had been in failing health fi5r 
some time. But until last winter he 
had taken 
an active hand in the 


management 
of the 
Washington 


Evening Star, as its president and 
chairman of the board of directors. 


A practicing journalist for more 


than 60 years, Noyes actually be- 
gan his newspaper career at the 
age of six — selling extras upon 
President 
Grant's first inaugura- 


tion. The years that followed saw 
him rise to the top in the Washing- 
ton and Chicago newspaper fields, 
with national prominence resulting 
from his contributions to the As- 
sociated Press. 


When Noyos retired as AP presi- 


dent in 1938, he was reeleeied by 
acclamation to the board or direc- 
tors, on which he continued active 
service until April 21. 1947. 


Robert McLean of the Philadel- 


phia Kvoninu Bulletin, 
who 
suc- 


ceeded Noyos 
as 
AP 
president, 


said his manifold services to the 
organization "will remain as 
the 


greatest contribution by an individ- 
ual to newspapers." 


Noyes died at his residence here 


at 12:40 a. in. iCSTi. Funeral serv- 
ices have not been announced. 


His wife, the; former Janet Thrus- 


ton Newbuld. died in 1942. and their

Fled flames, strontium chloride; 
green, borux, boric acid and bar- 
ium chloride: 
purple.

chloride; blue, copped oxide; yel- 
low, sodium chloride 
(common 


salt); orange, calcium 
chloride- 


lavender, potassium chloridf. and 
greenish 
blue to purple, copper 
sulphate and copp-r chloride. 


Cones of any pine, spruce, or fir 
may be treated to produce lhe.se 
colored flames, Mrs. Blackwood ex- 
plains. Cones should be thoroughly 


i dry. I'hey should not be too old and 
non-deteuoraled for best results. 
Well-dried husks of nuts may also 
be trealed 
with 
color-proclticting 
chemicals with good results. 
It 
cones or nut husks are not avail- 
able, fair results may bo obtained 
by treating dry chips, small slicks, 
or corncobs. 


The chemical salts should 
be 
ground or pulverized as finely as 
possible and fuel material must be 
thoroughly dry 
before 
treating. 


Quick drying varnish 
or shellac, 
welled paraffin wax, discarded 
wax from jars of home canned 
preserves, or ends of burned can- 
dles may be used to fix the chem- 
icals to the cones. 


Thoroughly mix 
four to 
six 


ounces of the various chemical 
salts with about a half pint of 
varnish or shellac, or a half pound 
ot wax. This will produce suflicient 
liquid to treat about a bushel of 
cones. The proportions ma" be al- 
tered to suit the taste of the wor- 
ker. 


Melt the wax over direct low 
heat in any discarded tin can or 
other container. Stir chemical mix- 
ture into liquid. Set container of 
mixture in pan of hot water while 
working with it, as the wax will 
soon harden and will not re-melt at 
ordinary temperature, Mrs. Black- 
ood cautions. 


Several methods may be used to 


apply the mixture of chemicals 
and shellac, varnish or wax the 
cones. Where a small number arc 
to be treated, the liquids may be 
conveniently painted on with a 
small brush. 


If larger quantities are to 
be 
treated, the liquid mixture may be 
sprinkler. An old-fashioned nand 
broom 
will make a very 
good 
sprinkled. An old-fashioned hand 
flower sprinkler is also convenient 
to use in applying the liquid, she 
states.

Western Europe's Terrific 
Fog is Proving More Cost!y 
Than Average Man Suspects

Western Europe's terrific fog 
(I 


refer to nature's phenomenon and 
not to the international situation) 
gives us a chance to slip away in 
the mist for a rest from the war 
of the isms which continues to run 
true to form. 


This fog has assumed propor- 


jtions approaching catastrophe. It 
has reached from the Baltic down 
to Portugal and in 
places 
has 


taken on the fearsome character 
of a London pea-souper. There has 
been wholesale stoppage of ship- 
ping, 
aerial 
transportation 
and 
motor traffic. Even the Allied Ber- 
llin airlift, which is the lifeline for 
'the western part of the 
German 


j capital, had 
to cease operations. 
The monetary loss all told is co- 
lossal. 


You never have seen a fog until 
you encounter one of London's pea 
soup variety. It's brutal. It gets 
so thick you can't sec your hand 
in front of your face. Vehicular 
traffic pulls up to the curb 
and 
stays there until the fog lightens. 
Motorists sleep in their cars. 


The only people who can move 


about on foot are the blind, who 
are used to perpetual darkness. A 
friend of mine in London who got 
lost in a fog encountered a blind 
man who led him a mile home. 
. Apropos of the blind, an Ameri- 
can I ;knew in 
London 
had 
a 


peculiar experience. He got caught 
;in a medium pea-souper when he 
(was in his cups. He was carrying 
a cane, and as he moved slowly 
along the virtually deserted 
side- 
walk he was tapping the concrete 
with his stick. Suddenly he heard 
an echoing tap. 


Our Yank, being in a peculair 
.mood, figured somebody was try- 
ling to imitate him and 
he 
got 


mad. So when the two met, the 
irate

haymaker

down. There was a 
rattling, of

Meanwhile, U. S. policy has been 
so unstable that it is impossible to 
say just where our 
government 


stands today. 
We have pushed 
through partition, swiftly repudia- 
ted it, and as swiftly granted the 
Israeli government de facto recog- 
nition. We have flirted with' -the 
idea of backing Britain on sanct- 
ions, then returned to the original 
partition plan. 


It seems about time that this gov- 
ernment resume the 
leadership 
which it showed in putting through 
partition and try to settle the war 
in Palestnie. For by all accounts it 
can be settled. Jews and Arabs, in 
independent talks, apparently have 
made progress toward agreement. 
The UN at present seems to be con- 
tributing more confusion than firm 
guidance in the matter. 


The war in Palestine can be set- 
tled, but not alone on British terms. 
There are considerations of justice 
and political morality that weigh 
just as heavily-in the interest of 
world peace as Britain's position 
in the Near East. It is time for 
a settlement that will not make a 
mockery of the UN decision, or of 
the Jews' brave fight to carry it 
out in spite of unnecessary odds.

Boiled in Jackefs, 
Poi-afroes Retain 
Vitamins 


Research on cooking and analy- 


zing foods shows that potatoes boil- 
ed whole in their skins retain prac- 
tically all their vitamin C and ihiu- 
mine content. On Ihe other hand 
these studies show that potatoes 
peeled before boiling lose 20 to 30 
per cent of their vitamin C and lose 
some thiaminc as well. 


This means that potatoes in good 


whole skins can go to the table full 
of their original vitamins and min- 
erals, Home Demonstration Agent 
Lorraine Blackwood explains. Yet 
surveys show that women continue 
to; peel and slice polatocs before 
cooking, and throw away the cook- 
ing water. In this way they discard 
food value that could be retained 
by boiling potalocs whole in Iheir 
skins. 


Mashed polaloes prepared from 


polatoes thai had jusl been boiled 
in Ihcir skins were found to have 
retained most of their nutritive val- 
ue. Cooked polatocs held in the re- 
frigerator lose some of their \ ila- 
rnin C, bul keeping jackets on helps 
to retain this vitamin, so sensitive 
to air, heat and waler.
